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1 . PENDING FINAL REVIEW AND CONCURRENCE BY MR. BRUCE 
UPON HIS RETURN LATER THIS MONTH. USLO AGREES WITH 
DEPARTMENT'S PLAN TO INSTALL A SKYLINK TERMINAL. 

2. THE CHINESE APPROVE IN PRINCIPLE OF OFFICIAL 
COMMUNICATION FACILITIES AND WE DO NOT BELIEVE THEY WOULD 
BE OVERLY SENSITIVE TO A SPECIFIC TYPE. THEY READILY 
AGREED TO OUR RADIO FACILITIES, ONLY ASKING FOR 
RECIPROCAL RIGHTS. OTHER MISSIONS IN PEKING HAVE 

SIMILAR RADIO FACILITIES, JUDGING FROM THE ARRAY OF ANTENNAS 
WHICH CAN BE SEEN IN A LARGE NUMBER OF OTHER COMPOUNDS. 

2. IF WE WISH TO OBTAIN CHINESE APPROVAL, WE BELIEVE 
WE SHOULD ASK THEM. RATHER THAN ADVISE THE PRC INFORMALLY, 
WE WOULD PREFER TO SEND A NOTE ALONG THE FOLLOWING LINES: 
QUOTE (COMPLIMENTARY OPENING) AND WITH REFERENCE TO ITS 
NOTE NO. 71 OF AUGUST 10, 1973 HAS THE HONOR TO REQUEST 
THE MINISTRY TO APPROVE THE INSTALLATION OF A SATELLITE 
COMMUNICATIONS FACILITY. SUCH A FACILITY IS PART OF THE 
U.S. PROGRAM TO PROVIDE SATELLITE COMMUNICATIONS AS A 
PRIMARY MEDIUM TO ALL U.S. MISSIONS. 
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4. QUOTE WHEN INSTALLED, IN APPROXIMATELY SIX TO SEVEN 
MONTHS TIME, THIS SATELLITE COMMUNICATIONS WILL BE 
LOCATED WITHIN THE LIAISON OFFICE'S COMPOUND AND WOULD 
REPLACE THE PRESENTLY UTILIZED COMMERCIAL LEASED 
CIRCUIT VIA SHANGHAI AS THE LIAISON OFFICE S PRIMARY 
COMMUNICATIONS FACILITY. THE DIPLOMATIC RADIO STATION 
DESCRIBED IN NOTE NO. 71 WOULD CONTINUE TO BE USED AS 

A SECONDARY COMMUNICATIONS FACILITY. 

5. QUOTE THE FOLLOWING ARE THE TECHNICAL DATA FOR 
SATELLITE COMMUNICATIONS:

VIA RELAYS AS NECESSARY; WORKING HOURS - H24 

CALL SIGN - KUN; FREQUENCIES CARRIER M8023.5 AND M7298.5 

TYPE (CLASS) FE, POWER 500 WATTS, WORKING METHOD 300F9 

TYPF OF ANTENNA - SIX FOOT PARABOLIC REFLECTOR, GAIN 42DB. 

6. QUOTE THE FREQUENCIES ARE WITHIN THE INTERNATIONAL 
TELECOMMUNICATIONS UNION ASSIGNED 7000-8000 MEGAHERTZ 
REGIONS AND REFLECT OUR CONCERN TO AVOID INTERFERENCE 
WITH ANY TERRESTRAL MICROWAVE SYSTEMS OF THE PEOPLE'S 
REPUBLIC OF CHINA. 

7. QUOTE THE SATELLITE WOULD BE LOCATED OVER THE PACIFIC 
OCEAN IN EQUATORIAL GEOSTATIONARY ORBIT AT 175 DEGREES 
EAST LONGITUDE (COMPLIMENTARY CLOSE) UNQUOTE. 

8. WE DO NOT NEED SPECIFIC APPROVAL FROMTHE CHINESE 
AUTHORITIES TO MODIFY THE ROOF, BUT WE WILL NEED TO HAVE 
ADDITIONAL INFORMATION ON THE SIZE OF CONCRETE MOUNTING 
PAD. WE DO NOT BELIEVE THERE WILL BE ANY PROBLEM, BUT 
WANT TO CHECK WITH THE CONSTRUCTION BUREAU ON THE ROOF- 
LOADING EFFECT. THERE MAY BE REQUIREMENTS TO PLACE THE 

PAD IN ONE LOCATION OR ANOTHER BECAUSE OF LOAD REQUIREMENTS. 

9. THE LINE OF SIGHT TO THE SOUTHEAST (OVER IIH TAN 
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PARK AND THE POLISH EMBASSY) REMAINS UNOBSTRUCTED AND WE 
CONCUR THAT THE BEST LOCATION WOULD BE THE FLAT ROOF 
OVER THE PRESENT COMMUNICATIONS AREA. 

10. WE WOULD PREFER NOT TO PLACE THE ANTENNA WITHIN 

A RADOME OR OTHER STRUCTURE. WE BELIEVE THAT A COVERED 
INSTALLATION WOULD LEAD TO UNWARRANTED SPECULATION.

11. WE RECOMMEND THAT INSTALLATION BE SCHEDULED FOR 
NO LATER THAN DECEMBER 1974 AND IF IT WERE POSSIBLE 

TO INSTALL IN NOVEMBER, SO MUCH THE BETTER, TO AVOID 
HAVING TO WORK ON THE ROOF IN SUB-FREEZING TEMPERATURES. 
PERHAPS SEABEES COULD BE SCHEDULED IN PRIOR TO THE 
ARRIVAL OF THE SEA VAN. (WE HOPE THAT TWO MONTHS LEAD 
TIME WILL BE ADEQUATE, BUT OUR EXPERIENCE HAS BEEN THAT

12. USLO WOULD WISH TO ESTABLISH AND MANAGE/OPERATE AN 
END-TO-END CIRCUIT DIRECTLY WITH THE DEPARTMENT'S ATS. 

WE HAVE A RELATIVELY HIGH PROPORTION OF OFF-LINE 
ENCRYPTED TRAFFIC AND WE COULD REDUCE BY HALF THE 
AMOUNT OF TIME REQUIRED TO PROCESS THIS TRAFFIC. WE 
WOULD HAVE GREATER FLEXIBILITY THAN WE HAVE AT PRESENT 
WHICH REQUIRES TWO PERSONS TO HANDLE THE DEPARTMENT'S 
TRAFFIC. WE COULD CUT THIS IN HALF. WE COULD ALSO 
REDUCE OVERTIME COSTS BECAUSE A CALL-IN- ALARK WOULD
